CHAPTER  I. 

Henry  Einsel  was  born  January 
29,  1 77 5*  As  to  the  place  where  his 
parents  lived  nothing  definite  can  be 
given,  after  so  long  a time;  only  that 
they  emigrated  from  Germany,  Eu- 
rope, when  he  was  a year  or  two  old, 
and  that  his  father  died  while  cross- 
ing the  ocean.  He  had  no  full  brother 
or  sister  that  I know  of.  His  mother 
came  with  her  son  to  York  county, 
Pennsylvania,  and  was  married  again 

to  a man  by  name, Miller,  and 

had  children  by  him.  My  father, 
Henry  Einsel,  learned  the  saddlers 
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trade  in  his  young'  days,  which  oc- 
cupation he  followed  for  a time. 

My  mother’s  maiden  name  was  Bar- 
bara Seitz,  a daughter  of  John  Seitz, 
Senior,  and  a sister  of  Rev.  John  Seitz, 
Junior,  a local  preacher  of  the  Evan- 
gelical association  in  York  county, 
Pennsylvania,  in  itsearly  days.  Their 
parents  also  came  from  Germany, 
Europe,  in  their  young  days.  Mother 
was  born  November  20,  1774,  in  York 
county,  Pennsylvania.  She  had  three 
brothers  and  five  sisters,  viz:  Lewic, 

Andrew,  John,  Catharine,  Elizabeth, 
Eleanor  or  Lena,  Anna  Mariah  and 
Margaret. 

Lewis  Seitz  was  married  to  a Miss 
Beery  and  emigrated  to  Fairfild 
county,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1801,  and 
located  on  a tract  of  land  on  Rac- 
coon, four  miles  east  of  Lancaster, 
then  called  New  Lancaster.  Here 
they  raised  a large  family,  seven  sons 
and  eight  daughters.  Two  of  the 
daughters  were  married  to  John  and 
Isaac  Hyde,  brothers,  and  two  to 
Jacob  and  Henry  Spider,  also  broth- 
ers; one  to  John  3retz,  ofie  to  John 
Stehley,  one  to  Benjamin  Huddle 
and  one  to  Henry  Freesner.  The 
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names  of  the  sons  were  John,  Abra- 
ham, Daniel,  Noah,  Jacob,  Lewis  and 
Peter.  All  these  sons  were  also 
married,  and  the  majority  of  those 
fifteen  children  had  large  families. 
They  had  all  settled  at  first  in  Fair- 
field  county,  Ohio,  but  later,  the 
greater  part  of  them  emigrated  to 
Seneca  and  other  north-western 
counties  of  Ohio.  As  much  as  I know, 
farming  was  the  principal  occupation; 
but  the  two  youngest,  Lewis  and 
Peter,  became  ministers  in  the  Bap- 
tist church. 

This  is  only  one  branch  of  Grand- 
father John  Seitz’s  family..  Here  in 
Fairfield  county, Ohio,  lived  also  four 
daughters  that  emigrated  from  York 
county,  Pennsylvania,  namely : Cath- 
arine, married  to  Henry  Keller,  a 
cabinet  maker  and  farmer;  they  had 
ten  children,  six  sons  and  four  daugh- 
ters, namely:  John,  Jacob,  Benjamin, 
Henry,  Jr. Joseph  and  Daniel;  this 
last  one  got  the  old  homestead  in 
Fairfild  county,  where  he  lived  and 
died.  The  family  burying  ground  is 
also  on  this  farm,  inclosed  with  a 
stone  wall;  done  by  Daniel,  this  en- 
ergetic son.  Their  occcupation: 
3. 


John  and  Daniel  were  blacksmiths, 
Jacob,  Henry  and  Joseph,  carpenters, 
Benjamin,  a farmer  and  local 
preacher;  and  all  made  finally,  farm- 
ing their  principal  business,  except 
John  Keller,  who  had,  also,  a grist 
and  a saw  mill  on  his  farm,  on  San- 
dusky river  a few  miles  north  of  Tif- 
fin, Ohio.  The  daughters;  Elizabeth 
married  to  Henry  Seevers,  Catharine 
married  to  George  Groves,  had  one 
child  by  him  and  then  died.  Mat- 
tlenah  married  to  Isaac  Montieth,  a 
carpenter;  Mary  married  to  Jacob 
Miller,  a farmer  and  local  preacher. 
All  of  the  ten  children  of  Uncle  Kel- 
ler had  families.  Elizabeth  Seitz 
married  to  Joseph  Leib,  a miller. 
He  bought  a farm  on  Rush  creek 
and  built  a grist  and  saw  mill.  They 
had  children  living,  four  sons  and 
six  daughters,  viz:  Daniel,  John,  Jo- 
seph, and  Eli.  The  first  two  owning 
mill  property  and  the  other  two  were 
farmers.  The  daughters:  Polly 

married  John  Fry,  a carpenter;  Cath- 
arineto  Benjamin  Fry,  a hatter;  Susan 
married  to  D.  Davise,  a milller;  Eliz- 
abeth married  to  J.  Jerry,  a farmer; 
Rebecca  married  to  Wm.  Blake,  a 
4. 
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farmer,  and  Sally  married  to  Mr. — 
Main,  tavern-keeper  in  Sumerest, 
Ohio.  Lena  or  Eleanor  Seitz  mar- 
ried to  George  Schwartz,  a cooper, 
lived  on  Rush  creek,  joining  land  with 
my  parents.  They  had  ten  children 
living,  namely:  i:  Elizabeth,  (never 

was  married,)  Joseph,  Lydia,  Daniel, 
George,  Jr.,  Henry,  John,  Catharine, 
Mary  and  Eleanor.  2:  Joseph  was 
married  to  Catharine  Beery;  they  had 
five  children,  viz:  Noah,  died  in  1847; 
Sally,  also  dead;  Joel,  a farmer;  Rev. 
Andrew  S.,  the  successful  minister  in 
the  Ohio  conference.  Catharine  mar- 
ried first  to  Noah  Miesse,  a farmer; 
they  partly  raised  a family  and  he 
died.  A daughter  is  married  to  Rev. 
W.  W.  Sherrick,  also  an  itinerent 
minister  of  the  Ohio  conference.  3: 
Lydia  married  Rev.  David  Wolf  in 
the  year  1823,  one  of  our  first  preach- 
ers in  Ohio.  They  finally  located  in 
Hancock  county,  Ohio.  They  had 
raised  a family.  4:  Rev.  Daniel  mar- 
ried Susanna  Freesner,  lived  on  the 
old  homestead  on  Rush  creek,  raised 
a good  sized  family  and  spent  a num- 
ber of  years  successfully  in  the  min- 
istry. The  parents  are  both  dead 
5. 
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and  we  hope  in  final  rest.  5:  George, 
Jr.,  another  son,  married  Miss  Mary 
Beery.  They  raised  a family;  the 
oldest  son,  Simon  Swartz,  a minister 
and  a member  of  the  Ohio  conference 
for  some  years,  is  now  living  in  Kan- 
sas. Parents  both  died  in  Hancock 
county,  Ohio.  6:  Henry,  another 
son,. was  married  to  Miss  Sally  Beery; 
raised  a large  family  and  are  both 
dead.  7:  John,  the  youngest  son  of 
the  noted  family,  married  Polly 
Bright,  daughter  of  the  noted  John 
Bright  on  Walnut  or  Poplar  creek. 
They  lived  and  raised  a family  in 
that  neighborhood,  but  the  parents 
are  both  dead  for  some  time.  8: 
Catharine  was  married  to  William 
Laney  and  raised  a family;  Laney, 
her  husband,  joined  the  Union  army 
in  time  of  our  war,  and  by  the  best 
information  that  could  be  got,  he  was 
killed  in  some  battle.  The  last  I 
heard,  his  widow  was  living  in,  or  near, 
Baltimore,  Fairfield  county,  Ohio. 
9:  Mary,  married  to  Abraham 

Leohner,  a tanner,  who  also  became 
an  itinerant  minister  in  the  year  1837, 
and  he  remembers  it  yet,  what  hard- 
ships he  had  to  pass  through.  His 
6. 


dear  Mary  who  carried  a great  share 
of  the  burdens  for  a number  of  years, 
has  gone  to  her  promised  reward,  and 
I think  her  remains  rest  at  Blaiers- 
town,  Iowa.  10:  Eleanor  was  mar- 
ried to  John  Strayer,  a farmer,  living 
on  Rocky  Fork,  in  Franklin  county, 
Ohio.  She  is  yet  living. 

There  is  one  thing  noteworthy  of 
Uncle  George  Swartz’s  family;  they 
stuck  well  to  the  Evangelical  associa- 
tion with  but  few  exceptions.  Which 
has  been  by  some  of  the  other  con- 
nected families  much  neglected.  It 
is  not  a small  thing  to  forsake  the 
church  that  has  brought  the  pure 
gospel  to  our  parents  and  nourished 
us  for  many  years,  to  make  us  what 
we  are,  and  now  forsake  the  mother 
church  for  a mere  trifle,  although  it 
may  bring  sorrow  and  dishonor  to 
our  dearest  friends;  self  exhalta- 
tion  is  generally  the  first  impulse  in 
such  a move,  and  these  good  impres- 
sions (?)  may  soon  be  fanned  by  some 
“Proselyders”  that  are  always  on  the 
lookout  for  such  materials.  And  what 
is  a proseleader?  If'  you  will  read 
and  study  well  what  Christ  said,  Mat. 
23~ 1 5,  you  will  have  the  true  sense  of 


it.  And  this  very  work  is  called  by 
some,  “home  mission  work.”  The 
Evangelical  association  would  be  to- 
day more  than  double  in  number  and 
four  fold  in  strength  if  it  were  not  for 
the  destructive  work  of  the  seceders! 
there  may  be  exceptions  to  the  above;  | 
but  generally  those  that  are  caused  by  ] 
marriages. 

And  then  Barbara  Seitz  (my 
mother)  married  to  Henry  Einsel, 
they  had  eight  children.  (Their  family  I 
history  comes  in  another  chapter.) 

But  what  a host  of  kin  and  blood  re-  j 

lation  must  there  be  in  Ohio  and  else-  J 

where,  all  springing  from  those  five  j 
families,  which  are  now  branching  J 
into  the  thirci  and  fourth  generations. 

And  then  the  two  brothers  and  two 
sisters  that  remained  in  York  county, 
Pennsylvania,  namely:  John,  Andrew 
Anna  Maria  and  Margaret. 

John  Seitz,  Jr.,  had  sixteen  children, 
eight  sons  and  five,  daughters  (13) 
that  were  married  and  had  children,  1 
Four  are  still  living,  namly,  Jacob  87 
years  old,  Samuel  82  years  old,  Lena, 
married  to  J.  B.  Sykes,  7 1%  and 
Adam  66)4  years  old.  Three  died  | 
young. 
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Andrew  Seitz  had  a good  sized 
family,  seven  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Anna  Maria  married  to  Christian 
Stabley,  had  no  children. 

Margaret  married  to  John  Zeller; 
had  two  sons  and  one  daughter. 

All  those  uncles  arid  aunts  are  dead 
and  gone;  and  those  that  I knew  were 
professors  and  strong  believers  of  the 
Christian  religion  and  were  true  to 
their  profession.  Those  five  families 
that  emigrated  to  Fairfield  county, 
Ohio,  in  the  commencement  of  the 
year  1800,  have  all  died  at  their, homes 
and  are  buried  on  their  (then)  home- 
steads or  close  by,  except  Uncle  Lewis 
Seitz.  He  had  made  atrip  to  his  for- 
mer home  in  the  east,  (perhaps  in- 
1823  or  1824)  and  on  his  return  he 
took  sick  and  made  a halt  at  Wash- 
ington, Washington  county  Pennsyl- 
vania, where  he  died,  and  was  buried 
before  his  family  could  get  the  sad 
information.  He  was  a useful  man  in 
his  county,  a devout  Christian,  and 
an  earnest  German  preacher  in  the 
Baptist  church.  And  only  a few  of 
the  children  of  those  early  emigrants 
are  still  living,  two  of  G.  Swartz’s 
family  and  Jacob  and  L.  Einsel,  that 
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CHAPTER  II. 

Henry  Einsel  and  Barbara  Seitz 
were  married  March  1 1,  1798,  in  York 
county,  Pennsylvania.  Four  children 
were  born  to  them  while  living  at 
that  place,  namely:  John,  Catharine, 

George  and  Henry,  Jr.  Henry  was 
the  babe  when  they  emigrated,  with 
others,  to  Fairfield  county,  Ohio,  in 
/ the  year  1805,  and  located  on  a quar- 
ter of  heavy  timbered  land  on  Rusfi 
creek,  eight  miles  south-east  of  Lan- 
caster. In  those  days  it  was  quite  a 
heavy  task  for  man  and  beast  to  move 
from  400  to  500  miles  into  a new 
country,  over  many  hills  and  moun- 
tains, unbridged  streams  and  bad  road. 

I heard  my  mother  say  they  were  four 
weeks  on  the  road,  and  she  walked 
and  carried  Henry  one  half  of  the 
way.  This  looks  as  if  it  had  been 
already  a training  for  her,  to  pass 
through  still  greater  hardships  which, 
she  so  sadly  experienced  in  later 
years.  . | 

In  course  of  time  there  were  four 
more  children  born  to  my  parents,  viz : £ 
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Jacob,  Joseph,  Elizabeth  and  Lewis. 
As  father  was  a saddler  by  trade  and 
not  used  to  heavy  and  rough  work  as 
was  required  at  their  new  home,  in 
1813  his  health  commenced  to  fail  and 
although  refuge  was  taken  to  a doctor, 
no  help  was  obtained,  and  so  on  the 
14th  day  of  June,  1814,  he  passed  away 
in  peace.  Up  to  this  time  my  parents 
were  adherents  to  the  German  Re- 
formed church.  Mother  was  now 
left  to  battle  the  family  affairs  alone, 
and  had  eight  fatherless  children  to 
provide  for,  the  oldest  not  more  than 
fifteen.  How  she  managed  to  get 
food  and  clothing  to  keep  such  a 
young  family  together  and  raise  them 
respectable  God  only  knows;  it  is  a 
mystery  to  me  unto  this  day.  Wild 
game,  such  as  deer,  turkey,  and  even 
squirrels  and  fish  were  their  main 
supply  for  years 'in  meats.  Ferocious 
beasts,  namely:  Bears,  wolves,  and 

panthers  were  not  all  driven  out  of 
those  deep  and  cliffy  forests  until  in 
later  years.  One  thing  was  a bless- 
ing to  mother  and  the  family,  that 
all  the  children  as  they  grew  up  be- 
came experimently  attached  to  reli- 
gion and  the  church;  to  this  good 
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work  the  first  preachers  of  the  Evan- 
gelical association  that  came  to  Ohio 
and  into  that  neighborhood  were  a 
particular  help.  Uncle  G.  Swartz’s 
house  was  the  first  preaching  place. 

When  I was  eighteen  years  old,  the 
whole  of  my  father’s  estate  was  to  be 
sold,  in  accordance  with  father’s  last 
will.  By  this  time  considerable 
property  had  been  accumulated,  par- 
ticularly in  live  stock.  But  if  we  con- 
sider the  low  prices  in  those  days 
(1831)  the  best  horse  sold  at  $70, 
others  as  low  as  $40;  cows,  from  $7 
to  $10,  the  whole  did  not  make  a 
large  pile  of  money. 

The  farm  was  sold  a few  years  later 
to  brother  Jacob  for  $1,200,  with  the 
consideration  that  he  keep  and  pro- 
vide for  mother  during  her  natural 
life.  This  obligation  Bro.  Jacob  ful- 
filled, with  honor,  to  the  very  letter. 

Notwithstanding  the  great  change 
that  had  taken  place  at  the  old  home- 
stead the  greater  part  of  the  children 
were  still  clinging  to  it.  We  had  a 
good  Christian  mother,  and  she 
was  much  concerned  in  the  wellfare 
of  the  children,  and  she  often  lamented 
that  she  could  not  give  them  better 
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schooling-.  Mother  died  in  peace,  , 
July  9,  1852,  inher  77th  year,  and  was 
laid  to  rest  beside  father,  on  the  high 
ground  in  the  south-west  corner  of 
the  old  homestead,  now  owned  by 
strangers. 

History  of  Henry  and  Barbara 
Einsel’s  children:  They  had  six  sons 
and  two  daughters,  namely:  John, 
Catharine,  George,  Henry,  Jr.,  Jacob, 
Joseph,  Elizabeth  and  Lewis. 

E John  was  born  hebruary3,  1799, 
in  York  county,  Pennsylvania,  and 
died  a devoted  Christian,  March  5, 

1872,  in  Bloom  township,  Seneca 
county,  Ohio.  He  was  married  to 
Elizabeth  Welty,  a daughter  of  John 
Welty  of  Fairfield  county,  Ohio,  a 
Mennonite  preacher.  They  had  seven 
children,  four  daughters  and  three 
sons,  namely:  Sarah,  Lydia,  Noah, 

Le  Anna,  Henry,  Mahala  and  Levi. 

1:  Sarah  was  married  to  Robert  Mc- 
Clelland, a farmer.  They  have  two 
sons,  Joseph  and  Walter;  five  daugh- 
ters, Caroline,  Allace,  Cora  and  Flora 
(twins)  and  Elizabeth.  2:  Lyda 

was  never  married  and  when  her 
mother  had  died  she  took  a mother’s, 
place  in  the  family,  and  was  a par- 
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ticular  help  to  her  father  in  his  last 
days.  But  not  many  years  after  her 
father’s  death  she  also  died.  Brother 
John,  his  wife,  Lydia  and  Levi  are 
buried  at  Pleasant  View  cemetery, 
three  miles  east  of  Meimore.  3: 
Noah  married  Miss  Mary  B.- Bretz. 
They  have  four  c hi  1 dr- n;  one  son, 
Alonzo  D.,  and  three  daughters, 
Clara,  Delora  and  Emma  E.  He 
started  in  life  a farmer;  then  changed  | 
to  merchandise  and  milling,  in  Tiffin, 
Ohio.  4:..  Le  Anna  died  in  infancy.  | 
5:  Henry  married  Miss  Emma  Spit- 
ler.  They,  had  nii.e  children  living; 
sons:  Charles,  VV  illiam,  John,  Walter, 
Martin  and  Claude;  daughters:  Del- 

oraj.,  Ella  E.  and  Loilie.  Henry  and 
sons  are  grain  merchants  in  Bloom- 
ville,  Seneca  county,  Ohio.  6: 
Mahala  married  to  George  Ka'gay, 
had  three  children,  Clement  S.,  Mar- 
ceneand  Jannie.  ■ Kagay  is  dead,  7: 
Levi  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Hud- 
dle. had  one  child  (a  son)  and  he 
died.  The  son,  Elmer  Einsel,  is  still 
living  and  resides  at  Triplet,  Mo. 

II.  My  sister  Catharine  had  no 
family.  Also  Elizabeth  and  Joseph 
were  never  married.  They  had  their 
14. 
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home  with  Bro.  Jacob  as  long  as 
mother  lived,  but  when  she  died,  they 
bought  a home  for  themselves  and 
lived  together.  Their  last  home  was 
four  miles  east  of  Lancaster,  in  sight 
of  the  Mount  Tabor  church  and  cem- 
etery at  which  place  their  remain* 
are  peacefully  resting.  Catharine 
was  born  in  York  county,  Pa.,  May 
23,  1800,.  and  died  Nov  2,  1884. 
Joseph  was  born  July  27,  1809,  and 
died  June  2,  1881.  Elizabeth  was -born 
Oct.  2,  1812.  and  died  May  28,  1882. 

III.  Brother  George  Einsel  was 
born  ;n  York  ’county,  Pa.,  Aug.  15, 
1801,  and  died  October  30,  1848.  He 
was  married  to  Elizabeth  Snyder  of 
Fairfield  county,  Ohio,  and  lived 
joining  farms  with  the  old  homestead. 

. They  had  three  children,  one  son 
(Samuel  ) and  two  daughters,  Maria 
and  Sarah;  these  both  died  when  ten 
or  twelve  years  old.  Samuel  was 
married,  had  one  son,  George  M., 
then  lost  his  wife.  He  then  moved 
to  Logansport  Indiana,  and  got  mar- 
ried again,  but  here  his  mother  died. 

! Samuel  then  emigrated  to  Los 
Angeles  county,  California,  and  there 
he  died.  1 he  boy,  George  M.,  was 
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brought  back  to  Ohio,  and  the  last  I 
heard  of  this  grand-son  of  Bro. 
George,  he  was  in  Columbus,  Ohio. 
Bro.  George  is  buried  on  the  hill  with 
father  and  mother,  his  widow  and  the 
two  daughter  - are  buried  half  a mile 
away  in  the  cemetery  at  the  Evan- 
gelical church. 

IV  Brother  Henry  Einsel,  Jr., 
was  born  February  1 6,  1805,  in  York 
county,  Pennsylvania,  and  died  Sep- 
tember 1,  1886.  He  married  Miss 
Sally  Keller  of  Seneca  county,  Ohio. 
They  made  their  home  on  a tract  of 
unimproved  land  three  miles  north 
of  Tiffin  which  they  improved  and 
made  it  their  . home  for  life,  d hey 
had  six  children,  two  sons  and  four 
daughters,  namely,  Lewis,  Sophia, 
William,  Mary  Elizabeth,  Margaret 
(died  in  infancy)  and  Barbara  Ann. 
1:  Lewis  Einsel,  Jr.,  born  February 

28,  1836.  His  first  wife  Elizabeth 
Wolf  died,  and  had  no  children. 
Second  wife,  Charlotte  • Snyder. 
Occupation,  farming  and  live  stock. 
They  have  four  children  living,  one 
son  and  three  daughters,  viz:  Ella 

S„  Willard  Franklin  and  Maud  Viola. 
Ella  S.  is  married  to  Thomas  Frank- 
ie. 
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enfield.  2:  Sophia  married  to  Har- 

rison Detterman,  a farmer.  Post- 
office,  Republic,  Seneca  county,  Ohio. 
To  them  are  born  five  children;  four 
sons  and  one  daughter;  only  four 
living,  viz:  John  H.,  William  A., 

Martha  Ellen,  and  George  Elgy. 
Two  of  those  children  are  married. 
John  IT  Detterman  to  Miss  Kate 
Moyer.  William  A.  Detterman  to 
Arvilla  Bell  Hopps.  3:  William 

Einsel  living  on  the  old  homestead; 
(a  farmer  and  live  stock  raiser,)  is 
married  to  Miss  Mazie  Catharine 
Harper.  They  have  two  children, 
one  daughter  named  Anna  Lauira, 
and  *son  named  Thomas  Harper.  4: 
Mary  Elizabeth  was  born  February 
, 8,  1843,  an(J  died  in  the  parental  home 
June  9,  1881,  and  I hope  she  died  a 
Christian.  She  was  never  married. 
5:  Barbara  A.  Einsel  was  born  De- 
cember 13,  1848;  was  -married  to 

Daniel  Schubert,  December  13,  1868, 
a carpenter  and  farmer.  Tiffin,  Ohio, 
their  post-office.  To  them  were  born 
six  children,  four  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. Two  sons  died  in  infancy. 
Those . yet  living  are  Cyrus  Alvin, 
Sarah  Esta,  Olevia  May  and  Henry 
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Lewis. 

V.  Jacob  Einsel  was  born  in  Fair- 
field  county,  Ohio,  December  5,  1807, 
and  is  still  living,  January,  1892.  As 
stated,  he  had  bought  the  old  home- 
stead and  kept  mother.  But  after 
her  death  he  sold  that  farm  and 
bought  a nice  home  three  and  one-'  \ 
half  miles  east  of  Lancaster,  which  is 
still  his  home,  although  alone  and 
lonely.  His  first  wife,  Miss  Rose  Ann 
Geil,  lived  only  a year  or  two.  His 
second  wife,  Miss  Elizabeth  Stone- 
borner,  that  was  such  a great  help  to 
Jacob,  has  also  died,  seven  or  eight 
years  ago.  They  had  no  children. 
Bro.  Jacob  and  wife  did  do  an  honor  ' 1 
to  the  Mt.  T abor  church  and  cemetery, 
when  they  inclosed  the  same  with  a 
nice  iron  fence,  at  their  own  expense. 
The  remains  of  his  good  woman  are 
already  resting  there,  and  .a  selected 
spot  is  ready  to  receive  the  remains 
of  Jacob  when  the  appointed  time 
comes. 

VI.  Joseph  Einsel  not  married. 
His  history  given  with  Catharine’s. 

VII.  Elizabeth  not  married.  Her 
history  connected  with  Catharine’s. 

VIII.  Lewis  Einsel  (theyoungest)  J 


was  born  in  Fairfield  county,  Ohio, 
October  22,  1813.  His  father  died 

before  he  was  quite  eight  months  old, 
so  he  was  cared  for  by  his  mother, 
and  raised  on  a farm.  And  ai  he' 
was  converted  in  his  young  days,  he 
then  made  the  bible  his  principal  book 
of  study.  He  became  an  itinerent 
minister  of  the  Evamgelical  associa- 
tion and  a member  of  the  Ohio  con- 
ference in  1836.  After  six  years  ex- 
tensive and  hard  traveling  in  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania  and  Illinois  in  single 
life,  he  took  to  himself  “a  help  meet 
for  him,”  in  the  person  of  Miss 
Catharine,  daughter  of  Rev.  J.  Dries- 
bach  of  Pickaway  county,  Ohio,  which 
contract  was  consummated  on  the  3rd 
day  of  May,  1842,  Elder  J.  G.  Zinser 
the  officiating  minister.  Several  years 
later  L.  E.  had  to  make  a change 
from  the  regular  work  to  a local 
preacher,  although  an  ordained  elder 
of  the  church.  They  lived  for  eight- 
een years  in  Pickaway  county,  and 
six  years  of  that  time  in  Circleville, 
Ohio.  And  here  were  born  to  them 
seven  children.  In  the  year.  i8t>2 
they  moved,  per  wagons,  to  Tippe- 
canoe county,  Indiana.  Here  they 


made  farming,  stock  raising  and 
dairying  a payingbusiness  for  twenty- 
one  years.  In  all  this  time,  for  nearly 
forty  years,  Rev.  L.  Einsel  did  not 
forget  his  duties  to  his  church,  in  sup- 
porting, preaching,  attending  to 
funerals,  etc.  In  the  year  1884  they 
sold  their  last  property  in  Indiana 
and  emigrated  to  Holdrege,  Phelps 
county,  Nebraska,  where  some  of 
their  children  had  located,  and  here 
they  are  now  living.  January,  1892.  4 

The  children  of  Lewis  and  Cath- 
arine Einsel  were  named  as  follows: 
Aaron  D.,  Miriam  C.,  Moses  D.,  Eph- 
raim D.,  John  Henry,  Lewis  D.,  and 
Andrew  S. 

1.  Aaron  D.,  was  born  March  29, 
1844.  In  1862  he  became  a volunteer 
soldier  in  the  Union  army,  served  his 
country  three  years,  returned  with 
injured  health  and  crippled  for  life. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Marietta 
Wiggins  of  Tippecanoe  county,  In- 
diana. One  son  was  born  to  them, 
Martin  D.,  and  his  good  wife  died 
October  10,  1876.  His  occupation, 
farming.  And  in  course  of  time  he. 
married  Mary  Woodfield.  They 
have  five  children,  one  son  and  four 
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daughters,  viz:  Katie,  (is  dead,) 

Charles,  Laura  May,  Flaura  Mable 
and  Lenella.  The  oldest  died  in  in- 
fancy. They  now  live  near  Greens- 
burg,  Kiowa  county,  Kansas. 

2:  Miriam  C.,  was  born  Septem- 
ber 26,  1845,  married  to  Ezra 

Hoffman,  a farmer,  living  now  near 
Giant,  Perkins  county,  Nebraska. 
I hey  have  five  children  living,  two 
sons  and  three  daughters,  viz:  Laura 
May,  E.  Clifton,  Charles  E.,  Clarie 
and  Katie,  d wo  of  them  are  mar- 
lied,  Laura  May  to  John  Harpster, 
railroad  station  agent,  and  they  have 
presented  the  first  great  grand  child 
ren  to  Father  and  Mother  Einsel. 

3:  Moses  D.,  was  born  March  25, 

1848,  married  toSarah  Francis  Nobes, 
of  Joliet,  Illinois.  There  were  three 
children  born  to  them,  namely: 
Plora  Lizziebell,  Bartha  Alice  and 
Lewis  Nobes,  (the  two  last  being 
twins.)  d hey  live  on  a farm  near 
Waco,  York  county,  Nebraska. 

1-  Ephraim  D.,  was  born  March 
lh  *859*  Raised  on  a farm  until  he 
was  eighteen  years  old.  He  then 
was  permitted  by  his  parents  to  go 
to  the  Northwestern  college  at  Plain- 
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ville,  (now  Naperville)  Illinois,  with 
the  expectation  to  prepare  for  the 
ministry.  After  this  was  accom- 
plished he  was  licensed  to  preach 
and  joined  the  Indiana  conference 
of  the  Evangelical  association.  At 
this  time  he  was  also  married  to  Miss 
Emma  S.,  daughter  of  Rev.  J.  G. 
Miller,  of  Madison,  Wisconsin.  He 
served  the  Indiana  conference  in  the 
regular  work  for  about  six  years  and 
was  ordained  deacon  and  elder  by 
the  same. 

From  Tippecanoe  county,  Indiana, 
E.  D.  and  his  brother,  J.  H.,  moved 
to  York  county,  Nebraska;  here  they 
settled  on  raw  lands,  and  done  much 
hard  labor  to  make  improvements, 
etc.  In  course  of  time  the  two  broth- 
ers made  change  and  gave  their  at- 
tention to  the  real  estate  and  bank- 
ing business  in  the  city  of  York. 
After  that  they  made  another  change 
and  moved  to  Phlelps  county,  Ne- 
braska, and  when  the  railroad  was 
located  in  this  county,  they  were  of 
the  first  settlers  at  Holdrege,  the  new 
site  for  a town,  and  opened  their 
banking  and  real  estate  business 
there,  and  spent  much  to  help  im- 
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prove  the  place.  In  December,  1884, 
E'.  D’s  wife,  Emma  S , died.  After 
several  years,  E.  D.  was  married  to 
Sarah  M.  Miller,  of  Madison,  Wis- 
consin, a sister  of  his  hrst  wife.  They 
have  had  no  children,  and  Holdrege 
is  still  their  home. 

5:  John  Henry,  was  born  Decem- 
ber 7,  1852,  and  was  raised  on  the 
farm.  Besides  hic  district  schooling 
he  also  received  a regular  training- 
in  a business  col’ege,  and  as  stated, 
moved  with  E.  D.  to  York  county, 
Nebraska,  and  the  twp  brothers  had 
their  business  in  partnership  for 
some  time.  John  H.  was  married  to 
Lizzie  W illes,  of  York  county,  and 
nad  made  their  permanent  home  in 
Holdrege,  Nebraska.  They  were 
blessed  with  two  children, Charles  E. 
and  Edward  W.  John  H.  had  greater 
energy  in  business  than  physical 
strength,  which  became  evident  some 
fifteen  months  before  his  end  came. 
Everything  possible  was  done  to 
save  his  life ; first  by  physicians;  then 
taking  him  with  his  family  to  Florida, 
and  latter  to  Los  Angles,  California. 
Here  their  dear  Edward  which  also 
had  become  diseased,  died  Novem- 
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ber  t6,  ’91,  aged  y/2  years,  and  John 
H.  passed  away  in  hopeful  peace  and 
joy,  on  the  29th  day  of  the  same 
month  in  Pomona, Los  Angelescounty 
California.  Both  are  buried  in  the 
cemetery  at  Holdrege,  Nebraska. 

Just  the  thought  of  the  great  burden 
that  Lizzie,  that  dear  wife  and 
mother,  had  to  carry  for  months,  is 
grieveous.  But  then  withal!  to  give 
up  the  most  dear  earthly  treasure  as 
she  hadtodo  at  the  end,  is  still  much  j 
greater. 

6:  Lewis  E>.,  was  born  April  27, 

1858.  Was  raised  on  a farm,  and  j! 
besides  his  district  schooling  he 
attended  for  some  time  the  Purdue 
university  at  La  Fayette.  Indiana. 

Is  married  to  Miss  Ella  B.  Raub,  of 
Tippecanoe  county,  Indiana.  They 
live  in  Cimarron,  Kansas,  dealing  in 
hardware,  and  have  two  children, 
Ernest  R.  and  Lida  H. 

7:  AndrewS,,  was  born  October 

5,  1861.  Raised  on  a farm  and  was 
partly  deprived,  the  same  as  Moses 
D.,  of  his  district  schooling,  but 
afterwards  attended  for  a while,  the 
Purdue  university  and  a business 
college  in  La  Fayette.  Is  married 


to  Ada  M.  Haley.  They  have  one 
child,  a boy,  Reamer  Lewis.  Live  in 
Holclrege.

CHAPTER  III. 

In  the  first  place  is  here  given  a 
history  of  Rev.  John  Dreisbach’s  an- 
cestors as  compiled  by  himself  some 
years  prior  to  his  death.  He  says: 
“Mygrand  father  Martin  Dreisbach, 
was  born  A.  D.  1717,  in  the  earldom 
of  Witgenstein,  Germany,  Europe; 
of  Christian  parentage— members  of 
the  Reformed  church" — in  which  he 
also  became  a member.  When  of 
proper  age  he  married  Anna  Eve 
Hoffman,  daughter  of  a school 
teacher  in  Nausausiegen,  a small 
state  adjoining  that  of  Witgenstein. 
My  great-grand  parents  belonged  to 
the.  working  and  middle  class  of 
society;  had  some  considerable  share 
of  property  and  respectability.  My 
grand  parents  emigrated  to  North 
America,  A.  D.  1746,  and  bought  a 
farm  in  Lancaster  county,  Pennsyl- 
vania, near  the  Blach-horse  tavern, 
in  Cocalico  township,  where  he 
worked  at  his  trade,  blacksmithing, 
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and  also  built  a grist  and  saw  mill. 
But  after  having  lost,  by  a sudden 
death,  his  oldest  son,  he  not  long 
after  sold  his  farm  and  mills  and 
bought  a farm  in  Barks  county,  Penn- 
sylvania, on  the  Easton  road,  three 
miles  from  Reading,  and  moved 
thereon  in  A.  D.  1763;  and  ten  years 
afterward  sold  this  also  and  bought  a 
tract  of  land  in  Buffalo  Valley,  North- 
umberland, now  Union  county,  and 
moved  to  that  place  in  A.  D.  1773. 
This  valley  was  at  that  time  a frontier 
settlement,  and  the  settlers  had  many 
difficulties  then  and  there  to  encoun- 
ter; and  about  three  years  from  the 
time  of  grand  parents’  first  settling 
there  they  had  to  flee  from  the  place 
in  order  to  escape  from  the  Indians’ 
tomahawk  and  scalping  knife,  back 
to  their  former  neighborhood;  but 
returned  to  their  new  residence  when 
the  danger  was  past.  At  this  place 
my  grand  mother  Dreisbach  died  in 
March  before  my  birth  in  June,  A.  D. 
1789,  and  my  grand  father  near  ten 
years  after,  in  February,  1799;  she 
sixty-five,  he  eighty-two  at  the  time 
of  their  departure.  My  grand  parents’ 
sons  were  Jacob,  Henry,  John  and 
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Martin,  and  daughters  Margaret  and 
Catharine.  The  first  was  married  to 
Henry  Aurand  and  the  other  to  Peter 
Fisher.  Uncle  Jacob  was  married  to 
Magdalena  Bucks,  and  they  had  eight 
sons  and  five  daughters.  Sons:  Mar- 
tin, John,  Ggorge,  Samuel,  Benjamin, 
Henry,  Jonathan  and  Jonas.  Uncle 
Henry  'was  married  to  Margaret 
Rimmel  and  they  had  three  sons  and 
three  daughters.  Sons:  John,  Daniel 
and  Jacob.  Uncle  John  was  married 
to  Catharine  Youngman  and  they 
had  six  sons  and  two  daughters.  Sons: 
Samuel,  John,  Thomas  Joseph,  Ellis 
and  George.  And  my  father,  Martin 
Dreisbach,  was  married  to  Sabina 
Fred  BS§ks,  sister  to  Uncle  Joseph-^b^Cijk 
wife,  and  their  children  were  John, 

Anrl'a  Eve,  Susannah,  Leah,  Elizabeth 
and  Martin.  Father  was  born  A.  D. 

1764,  in  Berks  county,  Pennsylvania, 
and  died  A.  D.  1831,  in  Union  county, 
Pennsylvania,  in  his  sixty-eighth  year. 
Mother  was  born  in  1762,  in  Sussex 
county,  New  Jersey,  and  died  in  1849, 
in  Fairfield  county,  Ohio,  in  her  eighty- 
seventh  year.  Both  of  my  parents 
were  pious  Christians  and  for  many 
years  members  of  the  Evangelical 
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association— from  1806  until  their  de- 
parture. 

“My  grand  parents  on  my  mother’s 
side,  George  Bucks  and  wife  Chris- 
tina, a Metzger’s  daughter,  were  both 
emigrants  from  Germany,  a place 
called  Wuertemberg,  and  were  mem- 
bers of  the  Lutheran  society  ;but  grand 
mother  in  her  last  years  became  a 
member  of  the  Evangelical  associa- 
tion. They  were  poor  as  to  earthly 
estates,  yet  were  they  much  respected 
by  all  who  knew  them  best,  because 
of  their  integrity,  friendly  disposition 
and  piety.  Grand  father  lived  eighty- 
five  and  grand  mother  ninety-seven 
years;  and  their  last  end  was  peace. 
My  grand  father,  George  Books,  (as 
this  name  became  thus  spelled  in 
English,)  had  by  former  marriage 
several  children,  among  the  rest 
Jacob,  Conrad  and  John,  half  brothers 
of  my  mother,  these  have  resided  for 
many  years  in  upper  Canada.  And 
besides,  there  was  one  full  brother  to 
my  mother,  George  Jr.,  who  resides 
in  Butler  county,  Pennsylvania,  on 
Slippyrock,  fifteen  miles  north  of 
Harmony.  Anna  Books  was  married 
to  Michael  Schock,  Christina  to  Wm. 
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Emory,  and  Barbara  to  Christian 
Wolf.  Schock’s  wife  died  in  Young- 
manstown,  Union  county,  Pennsyl- 
vania. Wolf  and  his  wife  died  in 
Seneca  county,  N.  Y.  Emory  and 
his  wife  lived  near  Uncle  George 
Books.  All  these  have  left  children, 
and  some  are  scattered  in  different 
directions.” 

As  it  is  stated  on  page  19,  Cath- 
arine, the  wife  of  Rev.  Lewis  Einsel, 
was  a daughter  of  Rev.  John  Dreis- 
bach,  a son  of  Martin  Dreisbach,  of 
Buffalo  Valley,  Union  county,  Penn- 
sylvania. He  had  four  sisters  and 
one  brother,  namely:  1:  Anna  E. 

married  to  Andrew  Wolf.  They  had 
six  sons  and  six  daughters.  2:  Susan- 
nah, married  to  John  Bookwalter. 
They  had  two  sonc  and  four  daugh- 
ters, and  lived  and  died  in  Hallsville, 
Ohio.  3:  Leah,  married  to  John 

Dunkel.  Lived  and  died  in  Union 
county,  Pennsylvania.  They  had 
three  sons  and  six  daughters.  Three 
daughters  were  married  to  ministers 
of  the  Evangelical  church,  viz:  Rev. 
C.  Hammer,  Rev.  J.  G.  Miller  and 
Rev.  B.  Hengrt.  4:  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried to  D.  Dunkel.  They  had  one 
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son  and  one  daughter,  and  lived  a 
long  time  in  Ohio,  Franklin  county 
and  Circleville.  But  later  they 
moved  back  to  Pennsylvania  where 
they  have  died.  5:  Martin,  married 
to  Elizabeth  Kelechner,  live  on  the 
old  homestead,  had  six  sons  and  one 
daughter.  They  made  their  home 
later,  in  Lewisburg,  where  they  both 
died. 

Rev.  John  Dreisbach  was  born  in 
Buffalo  Valley,  Pennsylvania,  June 
5th,  1789.  In  the  year  1807,  he  en- 
tered the  ministry  under  Albright, 
Walter,  G.  Miller  and  others;  when 
the  Evangelical  church  was,  to  say, 
in  its  infancy.  In  i8ti  he  married 
Catharine  Eyer,  of  Dry  Valley,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  had  two  children  by 
her,  viz:  Saloma  and  Elizabeth.  In 

1815  this  woman  died.  In  1817  he 
married  F'anny  Ayer,  a sister  of  his 
first  wife.  She  was  born  September 
22nd,  1791.  This  union  was  blessed 
with  eleven  -children,  five  sons  and 
six  daughters,  namely  : Abraham  E., 
Isaac  E.,  Catharine, Sophia,  Jacob  E., 
Leah  E.,  Martin  E.,  Susanna  E., 
John  E.,  Fannie  E.  and  Martha  E. 

In  the  year  1831,  Rev.  John  Dreis- 
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bach  emigrated  with  his  family  from 
Buffalo  Valley,  Union  county,  Penn- 
sylvania, to  Pickaway  county,  Ohio, 
and  located  on  a farm  where  there 
was  room  and  employment  for  all 
their  children,  and  here  they  lived 
until  all  the  children  had  taken  part- 
ners for  life,  and  separate  homes. 

I.  Saloma,  the  oldest,  was  married 
to  Henry  Bookwalterof  Hallsville,  a 
farmer,  had  five  children,  viz:  Sophia 
Catharine,  Susanna,  Martha  Ellen, 
Caroline  and  Simon,  (the  last  two 
were  twins.)  They  all  were  married 
and  had  children. 

II.  Elizabeth  was  married  to  Ben- 
jamin Steely,  a farmer.  They  had 
eight  children  all  dead  but  two;  John 
and  Lizieben  Williams. 

III.  Abraham  E.,  a minister  and 
presiding  elder  in  the  Ohio  confer- 
ence of  the  Evangelical  church,  was 
born  in  Union  county,  Pennsylvania, 
February  21,  1818,  was  married  to 
MaryAnn  Miesse,  of  Fairfield  county, 
Ohio,  in  1840.  This  was  the  mother 
of  all  his  ten  children,  and  she  died 
February  9th,  1857.  But  his  second 
wife,  Miss  Elizabeth  Strome,  became 
a mother  indeed  to  those  children, 
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and  she  died  in  September,  1871,  and 
on  the  28th  of  August,  1876,  Brother 
Abraham  died.  They  are  all  buried 
in  the  cemetery  at  Tiffin,  Ohio.  The 
names  of  his  children,  namely:  1: 

Caroline  M.,  married  to  John  Keime, 
(dead)  two  children  living,  Richard 
M.  and  Alma  I.,  both  married.  2: 
John  M.  an  ordained  minister,  mar- 
ried to  Miss  Sarah  Wander.  Post 
office  Seneca,  Nemaha  county,  Kan- 
sas. They  have  three  children,  viz: 
Mary  E.,  Anna  and  Emma.  3:  Susan 
M.  married  to  Joseph  Klinefelter,  a 
farmer.  Marion  county,  Ohio.  They 
have  five  children,  namely:  Clara 

M.,  Iva  A.,  Benjamin  F.and  Lillie  M. 
are  twins,  then  Emma  S.  the  young- 
est. 4:  David  M,  a farmer,  married 
to  Miss  Caroline  Wagner,  post-office, 
Jumbo,  Hardin  county,  Ohio.  They  ' 
have  seven  children,  namely:  Lillie 
W.,  Silas  W.,  Helen  W.,  William  W., 
Aaron  W.,  David  W.  and  Arthur  W' 

5:  Gabriel  M.,  a farmer,  married  to 
Miss  Mary  A.  Whistler,  post-office, 
Benton  Ridge,  Ohio.  They  have  five 
children,  namely:  Harry,  Blanchey 
I.,  Urvan,  Flora  and  Edith.  6: 
Cornelius  M.,  a farmer,  married  to 
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Miss  Emily  Powel,  Marion,  Ohio, 
post-office.  They  have  nine  children, 
namely:  Lawrence,  Jenney,  (dead,) 

Maybel,  Orvil,  Ardo,  Myrtle,  Gladis, 
Harfey  and  Fern.  7:  Abraham  M., 
married  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Bolinger; 
post-office,  Haigler,  Dundy  county, 
Nebraska.  (A  local  minister.)  They 
have  six  children  viz:  Minnie  B., 

Clara  B.,  John  Wesley,  Hattie  B.,’ 
Nellie  B.  and  Wm.  Harvey.  8:  Mary 
Ann,  not  married,  g-10:  Benjamin 
m.  and  Daniel  m.,  were  .twins.  Daniel 
lived  but  a short  time.  Benjamin 
married  Miss  Sarah  Misenhimer; 
post-office,  Baker,  Brown  county, 
Kansas.  (A  farmer.)  They  have 
six  children,  viz:  Franklin,  Daniel 

Raymond,  Susan  Idella,  Earl  Teland, 
Clarence  M.  and  Carry  May. 

IV.  Isaac  E.,  a farmer,  was  born 
in  Union  county,  Pennsylvania,  in  the 
year  1819,  married  Lydia  Hittle. 
of  Pickaway  county,  Ohio,  in  the  year 
1841.  To  them  were  born  seven 
children,  namely:  1:  Mary  H.,  mar- 

ried  to  Henry  C.  Smith,  Naperville, 
Illinois;  professor  of  music  and 
teacher.  They  have  five  children 
living,  viz:  Fannie  E.,  Martha  E„ 
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Lucy  J.,  Henry  A.  and  Charles  A.  2: 
Benjamin  Franklin,  a farmer  near 
Circleville,  married  Miss  Mary  Alice 
Hitler.  Four  children,  viz:  Dennis 

H.,  Guy  Evans,  Emma  Grace  and 
Orin  Woodside.  3:  Martha  H.,  mar- 
ried Lewis  M.  Ernest,  Garnette, 
Kansas;  a merchant.  They  have  two 
children,  Ralph  and  Frank.  4:  Rose- 
lie  H.,  married  David  S.  Ludwig,  a 
farmer,  near  Circleville.  They  have 
six  children,  viz:  Eve,  Fannie,  Ed- 

gar, Lydia,  Mary  and  Mabel.  5: 
Charles  H.,  a minister,  Frankfort, 
South  Dakota,  married  Miss  Cora  P. 
Hyde.  They  have  two  children  liv- 
ing, Ralph  and  Grace.  6:  Reuben  H., 
a farmer  near  Circleville,  married  to 
Miss  Amelia  C.  Rickert.  They  have 
two  children,  Robert  R.  and  John  F. 
7:  Emma  Grace,  married  Rev.  T.  W. 
W oodside,  now  missionary  in  Africa. 
They  have  three  children,  Mabel, 
Frances  and  Ruth,  the  last  one  was 
born  in  Africa. 

V.  Catharine  D.,  was  born  1820 in 
Union  county,  Pennsylvania,  married 
Rev.  L.  Einsel  in  1842.  The  history 
of  their  family  is  given  in  chapter 
second. 
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VI.  Sophia  D.,  born  in  Union 
county,  Pennsylvania,  in  1821,  mar- 
ried to  Eli  Loose,  a farmer  and  local 
preacher.  They  live  on  a farm. 
Monroe,  Michigan,  their  post-office 
address.  They  had  eleven  children, 
only  seven  living.  1 : Sophia,  mar- 

ried to  John  Kemmerling,  a farmer. 
They  have  five  children,  viz:  Jere- 

miah, Allia,  Wesley,  William  and 
Etta.  2:  Nathaniel,  a farmer,  mar- 

ried to  a Miss  Wonder,  post-ofifice, 
Hiawatha,  Kansas.  They  have  three 
children,  viz:  Flora,  John  and  Lor- 

ral.  3:  Susannah,  married  to  Henry 
Moses,  a farmer,  post-office,  Monroe, 
Michigan.  They  had  two  children, 
viz:  Minnie  and  Jennie,  (the  last  one 

is  dead.)  4:  Cornelius,  is  married 

to  Miss  Carrie  De  Long,  is  a farmer, 
post-office  address^  Monroe,  Michi- 
gan.
